The club used io attend the 
Vauxhall Conference Commercial 
Managers meetings bul now it at- 
tends with all the Commercial 
Managers from the Carling Pre- 
mier League and the Endsleigh In- 
surance League ona regional basts - 
Southern, Midlands and Morthern. 

Different clubs host the meeting 
every time, and being the "new 
boys" everybody wanted to come 
to Adams Park. 

Anyhow at the meeting, Paul 
Lamonde of Brentford F.C. ex- 
plained how his club had success- 
fully launched the Gnifin News 
last year. The newspaper fitted into 
their family and community policy 
and 25,000 free copies are distri- 
buted monthly with the Middlesex 
Chronicle.

WHY WYCOMBE?

MO business background, no per- 
sonal wealth, no influential friends 
on the local council and a tendency 
to support the team rather too en- 
thusiastically. 

What hope did I have of becoming a 
football club director? 

Weren't directors those respectable 
chaps in sober suits, captains of local 
industry, pillars of local society? Weren't 
they supposed to attend boring board 
meetings and dispense bonhomie bo visl- 
ing directors even when their team had 
just stuffed your team? — Didn’t sound 
like my cup of tea, | 

However, as we all know, once your 
devotion to a football club has taken a 
firm grip on you, logic goes out of the 
window, I] could have carried on just 
watching the team play and enjoying a 
free drink without any responsibility, 
But that didn't seem right. Football has 
given me so much enjoyment — and a good 
living — that | wanted to put something 
back. 

And soit was that L became a director 
of Wycombe Wanderers, Well, not quite 
that easily. First, | had to stand for 
election — and. was horrified to discover 
that three other people were vg for 
the same vacancy on the board 
men, decent types — with all those alt - 
cations which I didn't possess. And wc 
all had to be vetted by the club's share- 
holders, 

Fortunately, being brought up in Liv- 
erpool has given me the mft of the gab, 
so 1 was able to convince the meetin 
that T was the right man for the job, ; 
place on the board was mine. Then came 
the next prablem — what role could I fulfil? 

Mathematics was my worst subject at 
school, so I couldn't get involved with 
the balance sheets. I can bl an egg, 
but that hardly qualified mc to run the 
catering operation. How about liaising 
with referees? Enough said. 

"You can be in charge of press and 
publicity," said our esteemed chairman, 
in a manner which suggested that this 
was more of an order than an idea. 

Now, asking à sports journalist to be 
a press officer is a bit like asking Long 
John Silver to do a spot of tapdancing! 
Cynical ‘hacks’ like myself have always 
been taught to treat press officers with a 
great deal of suspicion. We regard them 
as similar to car salesmen — people trying 
to persuade you that you need something 
YOU know you dont want. 

However, the chairman had spoken 
and a press officer | became. My first 
task wasn'l as easy as it might sound: 
Improve our coverage in the Bucks Free 
Press. Our manager at the time had 
fallenoutwiththelocalreporter, aprevious 
chairman had fallen out with the whole 
newspaper, and our supporters had fallen 
out of the habit of expecting much news 
on the club.

WE began the season apprehen-‏ 
sive but quietly confident and a‏ 
top four position at the end of‏ 
the year probably surprised no‏ 
опе.‏ 

In fact, according to the bookies 
who made us pre-season favourites 
to win the league, we have 
underachieved in that respect. Of 
course our league progress is what 
really matters but what has made 
the season such a joy for all sup- 
porters is our success in the cup com- 
petitions. 

Of the twelve matches played so 
far, only two have resulted in defeats, 
both at the hands of Premiership 
clubs. All seven games against Divi- 
sión Two opposition have been won, 
a staggering achievement and one 
which bodes well if promotion is won, 

We have even beaten a top table 
team for the first time ever and that 
4-2 win over Coventry City is almost 
certainly the best ever performance 
from a Wycombe team. 

Up to that October evening, the 
most atmospheric match at Adams 
Park had been the Slough game the 
previous season when the crowd play- 
ed such a big part in the 1-0 win. 
But against Coventry not only was 
the team magnificent but the crowd 
was the noisiest ever and even people 
in the stand were joining in the songs! 

But for me it was not the most 
enjoyable match, simply because we 
did not win the tie. 

"m the happiest memories this 
season have all been away from 
Adams Park when the grounds have 
all been new, the away support has 
been the biggest ever tle we have 
really all felt part of a mission, Mar- 
lin’s Mission to take us to the tap 
and make EVERYONE in this town 
proud of the club, 

I don't think that I have ever felt 
so nervous before a match as | did 
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our destiny in the Football League 


The best is yet to come as the Blues start the 





long haul up the leagues to the Premiership 





on the opening day at Carlisle. 

As our first ever league match, the 
team performed remarkably well un- 
der the pressure of the situation. It 
would have been all too easy to freeze 
on the day and turn in a substandard 
performance but a draw was the least 
we deserved, 

The team had yet to gain its full 
time legs, which puo cost us the 
win. You might ask why on earth 
we were sent to our farthest away 
game for our first ever league fixture. 

The club had uested a home 
game and had been led to believe by 
the Football League that they would 
get one. Perhaps they were worried 
that our away support would be too 
big at a closer ground but in the 
event 1,500 still managed to make 
the tortwous trip. 

The following Tuesday saw a won- 
derfully exciting win at Leyton Orient 
in the CocaCola Cup, a win which 
relaxed any fears about playing these 
so called bigger clubs. The atmos- 
phere at Brisbane Road brought back 
memories of that match with West 
Bromwich at the Hawthorns last sea- 
son but this time we got the result 
right. 

The match at Wigan revealed the 
down side of the football league, a 
club struggling to survive on tiny 
gates in the face of Rugby League 
neighbours, and a stadium in urgent 
need of redevelopment, 

The away supporters were locked 
away in their cage without any cover, 
charged exorbitant prices for food 
and drink (£1 for a cup of tea!) and 
saw a rather disappointing game. 

The match at Hereford three days 
later was a wonderfully entertaining 
response although sadly we later 

heard that one of our supportérs had. 


been beaten up after the game. 

After the friendly atmosphere of 
nonleague football, the incident in- 
creased fears that we had entered a 
more violent environment but so far 
those fears have been largely ground- 
less. 

A reminder that a presence in Di- 
vision Three largely means failure, 
at least in Football League terms, 
came at Bury when, after our 2-] 
win, home supporters staged a sit 
down protest on the terraces, which 
required soothing words from their 
Chairman. Perhaps we should be 
thankful that we do not have a Man- 
chester United on our door step. 

The match at Morthampton was 
notable for our 2,000 support, a very 
strange ground which we will prob- 
ably never play on again, and a very 
kindly steward at the away end who, 
spotting any families, would let the 
children in lor free. 

A nice gesture which might in some 
way explain why they are in such 
financial difficulty. 

The trip to Scunthorpe gave us à 
first look at one of the newer grounds 
and the general opinion of the travel- 
ling fans was that it was rather drab 
and soulless. Certainly the grey col- 
our of the stadium and the drab day 
did not help and Walsall's near ident- 
ical ground, but a bright blue, emph- 
asised how much colour can liven 
up a place, 

The location of Scunthorpe's 
ground was not too inspiring but then 
I often wonder what sort of impres- 
sion the drive through Sands Indus- 
trial Estate makes on away sup- 
porters, probably not a good one. 

The other new stadium at Chester 
is much like our own, although again 
in rather bleak surroundings: Chester 


are perhaps a good example to all 
other Division Three sides in that 
they have built a new ground and 
are solvent, They are currently up 
for sale at 400,000 which, given the 
шу of their side, seems a good 
uy. 

However, all of those three new 

rounds lack the off-the-pitch facilit- 
ies that we have at Adams Park and 
iL is the income from the social side 
which has to fund our climb. 

The short tip to Brentford only 
made us look forward to future league 
meetings, maybe next year, For sheer 
entertainment the match was hard 
to beat and, Ste on top of the 
visit to Orient, I think that many 
Wycombe supporters are glad that 
we are playing at Fulham next month 
when, hopefully, another glorious 
night in London lies in store. 

Craven Cottage is also many peo- 
ple's favourite ground in the Capital. 
Another reminder that different rules 
apply at this level of football came 
when, for the first time ever at a 
game, | had my pockets turned out 
by a policeman, at Brentford! 

That win at Griffin Fark on Mo- 
vember 9, was the first of five con- 
secutive wins, a real purple patch 
when we won at highflying Bristol 
Rovers, dispatched league leaders 
Crewe and Preston and beat Cam- 
bridge to earn that glamour match 
with Norwich, 

Funnily enough the visit to 
Twerton Park was the third time in 
recent years on a Sunday and it was 
all ticket For away fans. Qur reputa- 
tion is growing! 

The match was not a classic but 
who cares when you win, The after- 
noon's proceedings were not helped 
by.a real pain in the Col***ster of 
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an announcer who dida t know when 
to shut up. The win against the style 
kings of Crewe was very satisfying. 
surpassed only by that sublime mo- 
ment at Preston the following week 
when Haky's last-minute bender, un- 
leashed from somewhere near Black- 
pool, produced that delicious mo- 
ment. 

The ball enters the net, silence 
reigns for a second as the away fans 
on the side don't realise /can't believe 
what has happened and the away fans 
behind the goal feel that quickening 
sickening sensation (the real test of 
whether you support a club is if your 
stomach chums over when the other 
side scorc!). 

Somebody described our victory 
at Deepdale like putting down a sick 
animal, the game on plastic I hasten 
to add, Not Preston North End! 

There were some disturbing mo- 
ments there — why were the home 
supporters allowed to move behind 
the away fans and start spitting and 
throwing objects. Why: after the 
game, were home and away fans 
allowed to leave al the same time 
through adjacent gates, crossing over 
each other and resulting, thankfully, 
in abuse only? 

Unfortunately some of our sup- 
porters were attacked on the way 
back to the town centre. The midday 
temperature at Torquay at Christmas 
was warm enough for people to be 
playing on the beach and our point 
there probably qualified for our day- 
light robbery performance of the sea- 
пп. 


One thing I did learn that day was 
that a top referec like Roger Milford 
takes the trouble to call Third Divi- 
sion players by their first name (unless 
there is something we don’t know 
about Jason!). 


Since moving to Adams Park, we 
have been pretty near invincible, but 
the opening home games of this sea- 
son were understandably rather nerv- 
ous affairs. :

WELCOME to my first ar- 
ticle in what I am sure will 
prove to be a very popular 
newspaper and I am sure 
even Wycombe Wanderers 
fans will want to read it! 

Blues fans have always been 
keen to be kept informed on 
everything that happens at 
their ground ‘Adams Park’. 

The wonderful success of 
the Bluesline, one of the top 
football phone lines in the 
country, proves that Blues 
fans like to keep in touch and 
this paper will help give even 
more inside information. 

It was with that in mind, 
that I was asked to write some 
notes about my job as 
Groundsman al Adams Park. 

Of course my main job is 
the maintenance of the playing 
surface, but there is more to 
my job than just that, 

Litter: the clearing up both 
inside and outside the stadium 
isa very large part of my work- 
load, With the ever increasing 
numbers now watching the 
Blues, this part of my job takes 
up a great deal of my time. 

Kit laying out the kit for 
home matches, packing and 
unpacking for away games, 
ane н out training kit for 


Dealing with the ever-in- 
creasing numbers of trades- 
men who work at the ground, 
carrying out repairs and im- 
provements. 

But I am sure if you asked 
the lads what 1 do all day, 


Groundsman Jim, right 
they would tell you it’s to just 
make sure that a pot of tea is 


ready morning, noon and 
night. 

Repairs to the pitch start 
immediately after each game. 
lf the weather is suitable, | 
start by rolling the pitch. Early 
in the season Augusli Septem- 
ber it would normally be too 
dry for the rolling to have any 
effect. After Christmas, it 
would either be too wet or 
frozen, so | would then leave 
the rolling and begin divoting. 

It takes three hours to roll 
the pitch, I use a Ransome's 
Mastiff 36 Cylinder Mower 
and I walk around six miles, 
so you may well ask why am 
I so fat and unfit. The 
CentreSpot is where the prob- 
lems lay, or at beast that's what 
my wife tells me. 

Each time I roll or cut the 
pitch I change direction, this 
helps to keep the surface flat. 
If you were to rall always in 
the same direction you would 
soon end up with humps and 
hallows. 





Also if you cut in the same 
direction each time you lay 
the grass down and you do 
not get a good cut. On the 
subject of mowing you must 
keep the blades sharp and cor- 
rectly set, IF not, you tear the 
grass blade which leads to 
damaged grass, liable to dis- 
ease etc. 

If you are amongst the last 
to leave a game vou may have 
seen the 'divot gang" walking 
in line up and down the pitch, 
buckets in hand, Mo we are 
not looking for any odd bits 
of the visiting teams body left 
laying around. 

In fact we are using a sand 


seed mixture to fill im the 
divots caused by the players 
turning sharply or slide 


tackles, or maybe the odd po- 
lice horse, which tear out the 
turf. ‘Sods’ yes that's what I 
say. 

Many of the divots may be 
trod or forked back but some 
break up into small pieces, 
then we fill with the sand seed 
mixture. 

Depending on the time of 

ar and the weather, 48 days 

fore I need it I lace five 
barrow loads of sand in a shed 
and mix in the grass seed. 

This is to get the seed per- 
minating early so that when I 
use 1t on the patch it is almost 
shooting. This fills in the re- 
pair quicker and. helps fill in 
the sward. This process i5 call- 
ed ‘chitting’ careful now I 
said chittin 

During dr ry and hot periods 
I need tà keep the seed moist. 
Mext issue 1 will hegin with 
irrigation.
